“God must love the common people,” Lincoln said, “because He made 
so many of them.” Lincoln rose from the ranks of the common pegple to 
the dignity of the Presidency, and we rightly admire him for this. But 
God descended from the glory of Heaven to the level of the common 
people, and How can we ever worthily thank Him for it!, 

The sculptor who designed the head of Lincoln for the American 
penny, preferred for his art the copper coin to the silver half-dollar, 
“because,” as it was well expressed, Lincoln's face on the penny would 
jingle in the pockets of more people,” those common people whom Lincoln 
loved and who gladly look upon his sturdy, manly face So it is the joy 
of the Catholic Church “to imprint the face of Christ” on the hearts of the 
common people, because God loves them so and wished to become one of 
them. 

Though of the royal lineage of David, Christ would be elevated upon 
no other throne than that of the Cross. Though the King of kings, in 
whose hands was the fate of monarchs, He wished to wear no other purple 
than the mock-mantle that the soldiers threw upon His shoulders. So 
they crowned Him with the Crown of Thorns, In the view of the Jews 
He was but the carpenter’s Son, who practised the carpenter's trade. 
For what knew they of the mystery of His virgin birth that the Angel 
had revealed to Joseph. He, too, was one of the common people. 

It was from the common people that God chose the Mother from 
whom He was to be born in time: “Because He hath regarded the 
humility of his handmaid.” It was from the common people that He 
chose His Apostles and set them over His Church. Although the rich 
were never excluded from Hi# kingdom, yet they must be poor at least 

“in spirit,” unattached in any undue way to the things of wealth, re- 
membering they are but His stewards for the poor, if they wish wortatly 
to participate in the’ Kingdom of God upon earth. 

It was among the common people that the Church, through all the 
centuries of her existence, has preached the Gospel of Christ, as it was 
among the slave population of Rome, the poor and the unknown of that 
yreat city, that the earliest converts were made in the greatest numbers. 

They are the common people whom on any Sunday morning you ean 
see streaming in dense masses through the great portals of our Catholic 
churches, magnificent structures built with the pennies of their earnings. 
Every stone is precious for the widow's mite that helped to pay for its 
laying, until the structure rose complete, a song of sacrifice from the 
heart of the common people, ascending perpetually to the Throne of God, 
in granite and in marble, or in those humbler ferms that are none the less 
dear to Him. 

“Hath not God chosen the poor of this world,” the Apostle St. James 
exclaims, “rich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which God hath prom- 
ised them that love Him”? This is not to the exclusion of the rich: but 
that all men may understand that there is no distinction of persons before 
God, as His Sacraments are for all alike. 

The Church of the future, we are wisely told, will be the Church of 
the common people, and that is the Catholic Church, Hers are the num- 
bers, hers are the masses, hers are the workers, as in the days of the 
Apostles. Yet neither is she a Church of classes. Not for their riches 
does she regard men, nor even for their poverty, but because they bear 
imprinted upon them the image of God To this alone she looks, and ever 
deeper she would impress upon them all the beautiful likeness of Christ.
